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ANNUNCIATION. Elizabeth, of the daughters of 
Aaron, wife of Zacharias, a priest in Judaea, of the 
course of Abia — to whom an [Luke i. 1 — 4, St. Luke's 
testimony] angel (w. 5 — 26) foretold the birth of John 
the Baptist — was cousin (v. 86) to Mary, who paid her 
a visit (w. 89 — 55) shortly after the Virgin had re- 
ceived the " Annunciation " from the angel Gabriel at 
Nazareth (vv. 26 — 38). Mary stayed with Elizabeth 
three months (v. 66) in the hill country of Judasa, and 
shortly afterwards John the Baptist *(w. 67 — 79) was 
born (v. 80, residue of his private history). 

[Matthew i. 18 — 26 ; Luke i. 66, Joseph and Maby at 
Nazareth.] 

The Jewish nation was a dependent kingdom of the 
Koman Empire, and Herod, was permitted to be their 
king, under the control of the Koman Emperor. Thus 
it was that JudsBa was included in the decree for taking 
the census (taxation) of the Koman Empire, by C. 
Augustus (Cyrenius, Governor of Syria). To effect 
this in Palestine, every man, in his .own city, was to be 
registered. 

Since Joseph (Matt. i. 17) and Mary (Luke iii. 28 — 
88) were of the tribe of Judah (each descended from 
David) they were obliged to go from Nazareth to 
Bethlehem, the city of David, 100 miles south— the 
ancestral home of them both (Luke ii. 4).

B I RTH . On their arrival the town was overcrowded, 
so that they were ohliged to lodge in the stable, and in 
this stable the King of the Jews and Saviour of the 
world was bom (Luke ii. 7). A cave is still pointed 
out as the spot where our Saviour was bom. 

ADORATION. The birth of our Saviour was pro- 
claimed to the shepherds of Bethlehem by an angel, 
in company with a multitude of heavenly voices. The 
shepherds seek Mary and Jesus, proclaim his birth; 
announcement, and return. ** Mary kept all these 
sayings, and pondered on them in her heart " (Luke 
il 8—20). 

PRESENTATION. (Luke ii. 21— 38.) After eight 
days required for the circumcision (Lev. xii.; Gen. xvii. 
7 — 14) of the child, his name was called Jesus, that is, 
Saviour. After forty days he was taken to Jerusalem to 
be presented to the Lord. After the Mosaic law, Mary 
offered two turtle doves, for a sin and burnt offering, 
the substitute allowed to the poor for the burnt offering. 
In order to remember the deliverance from Egypt 
(Exod. xii.) (passover), the firstborn male of animal was 
sacrificed (Numb, xviii. 15, 16), and that of the woman 
was redeemed. In this case five shekels (weight, one 
shekel, 9 dwt. troy ; silver shekel, 2s. 3d. ; gold shekel, 
about £1 16s. 6d.), or about lis. 8d., were given by 
Mary for the redemption of Jesus. Here in the temple, 
Simeon, a good man of Jerusalem, and Anna, a pro- 
phetess of the tribe of Aser, a widow of eighty-four 
years, recognized the Saviour, and uttered praises to 
God. 

(Luke ii. 89, Betum to Nazareth, thence to Beth- 
lehem.) 

MAGI. Matthew records (Matthew il 1 — 6) that 
certain Magi, wise men in the East, seeing the 
bright star over Bethlehem, followed it to Jerusalem, 
where they inquired, even of King Herod, after our 
Saviour. Herod summoned a meeting, probably the 
Sanhedrim (seventy to seventy-one men — Exodus 
xviii. 25), who pointed out Micah v. 2 in proof of 
Bethlehem being the birthplace of Christ.

Matthew ii. 7 — 12. The wise men went to Bethlehem 
by the direction of Herod, and with the command to 
return and acquaint him of the fact. At Bethlehem 
they prostrated themselves (Matthew ii. 11) hefore 
Jesus, and laid presents before Him. By a dream they 
were directed to return to their own country by a route 
that would not pass through Jerusalem. 

FLIGHT INTO EGYPT. (Matthew ii. 18—18.) 
Joseph was warned in a dream to go to Egypt. After 
his departure the ** Massacre of the Innocents " 
took place in Bethlehem and its neighbourhood. Mary 
and Joseph departed by night from Jerusalem with 
Jesus, traversing a part of the Desert — once crossed 
by the Israelites imder Moses — for a distance of 200 
miles towards the south-west (over a branch of Sorek 
river, and thence over the Oa di Gaza, at a spot below 
the conjunction with the Brook Besor, keeping about 
ten miles from the coast inland ?) 

[Three years they resided in Egypt until Herod's 
death.] 

Matthew ii. 19-28. In a dream an angel told Joseph 
to return to the land of Israel For fear of Archelaus, 
the son and successor of Herod, he went along the 
coast about five miles inland, passing through Judaea 
and Samaria, until he reached Nazareth (82° 48' N., 
86° 21' E.), seventy-five miles north of Jerusalem. 
Nazareth, not of good repute, hence the significant 
meaning of Nazarene, when used to show the humilia- 
tion of Jesus. The only records of Christ's Youth 
we read in Luke ii. 40, and in v. 52, after twelve 
years old. At twelve (v. 42), Jesus went with his 
parents to Jerusalem to keep the passover. 

VISIT TO JERUSALEM at Twelve Years 
of Age. (Luke ii 42 — 52.) After seven days* sojourn 
they set out on their return, but having missed Jesus 
on the first day's march, in company with numerous 
friends, they retraced their steps to Jerusalem, 
where they found Jesus in the temple disputing with 
the " Doctors." He expressed surprise on their not 
coming direct to the temple; for they might have

known that He would be engaged in His Father's 
business, yet at their command He returned to Galilee 
(see p. 5), where He lived (v. 52) an example to 
youth of duty to parents. 



JEWISH HISTORY. . 

1000 years b.c, in the reign of Solomon (1 Kings L 
to xi.), the Jewish nation was at its height of prosperity: 
this greatness was abused in immorahty and irreligion. 
After Solomon's death the Ten Tkibes revolted (ch. xii.) 
against Eehoboam, b.o. 975, under Jeroboam. The 
capital of Israel, or ten tribes, was Samaria (ch. xvi. 
24), 82° 26' N., 85° 2T E.— that of Judah, or Judah 
and Benjamin, was JerusQ^lem (ch. xiL 27), 81° 48' N., 
35° 20' E. During 254 years the two nations warred 
against each other, or were at peace with one another 
until B.C. 721, when Shalmaneser, king of Assyria 
(2 Kings xvii. 6), completed the Second Captivity 
of Israel (ten tribes); that followed the First Cap- 
tivity under Tiglath Pileser, king of Assyria, 740 b.c. 
(2 Kings XV. 29). And here their history ends. It is 
supposed they were either destroyed or spread over the 
world. Samaritans were sprung (2 Kings vii. 24) from 
the mixing of the heathen colonies with the Jews under 
Shalmaneser. 184 years after the Second Captivity 
of Israel (ten tribes) Judah was overthrown (2 Kings 
xxvi. 26) by Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, b.o. 588, 
and carried into captivity for seventy years. Those who 
escaped fled to Egypt. 

519 B.C. (Ezra vi. 1 — 12). Darius orders thes earch- 
ing after the decree of Cyrus, king of Babylon, for the 
building of the Temple. 

The decree is found, and Darius orders the temple 
to be rebuilt. It is finished b.o. 515 (Ezra vi. 18 — 15), 
and the Jews "come again out op captivity'' (Ezra vi. 
21, 22). ' The Jews were still sometimes oppressed, and 
were not very prosperous. No prophet was with them 
after 100 years after their return from captivity. The

family of the Maccabees for a short time cast a bright- 
ness over the condition of the country. Too weak, 
however, to remain united, they divided into two 
parties, who took the part either of Aristobulus or of 
his brother Hyrcanus. The quarrel, upon an appeal to 
Pompey, the Eoman general, was decided in favour of 
Hyrcanus. Pompey led his army against Jerusalem^ 
and subjected the whole country to Roman government 
B.G. 62 — 68. Though dependent, the nation was allowed 
the exercise of their former customs. The government 
was at length devolved upon Herod the Great, made 
king by the Bomans b.g. 80. 

He ornamented Jerusalem, but was very cruel. He 
left his dominions to his three sons thus : JudsBa, 
Samaria, and Idumaaa (Matthew ii. 22) to Aeghelaus — 
this governor was banished to Gatil after seven years, 
and was succeeded by Pontius Pilate, the governor 
during our Saviour's ministry (Luke iii. 1)— -[Pontius 
Pilate destroyed himself in consequence of banishment] 
— to Herqd Antipas, Galilee and Persea (Luke iii. 1) — 
he (Matt. xiv. 1 — 12) killed John the Baptist, tried our 
Saviour (Luke xxiii.) — to Hebod Pmup (Luke iii. 1), 
Ituraea and Trachonitis (on the other side Jordan 
opposite Galilee) a mild prince — reigned thirty-seven 
years — to whom Christ fled from Herod Antipas. 

EXPECTATION. The country the scene of 
Christ's ministry was divided into three Governments : 
1. Galilee and Peraea, under Herod the tetrarch — 
sometimes improperly styled king. 2. Judaea and 
Samaria, under Pilate the governor or procurator. 8. 
Trachonitis and Ituraea, under Philip a tetrarch. 
The people were thus governed by Boman soldiers with 
Boman taxgathers (publicans). All combined to make 
them long for the promised Messiah, whom they ex- 
pected as a conquering Prince. This expectation was 
very diffused. Hence the Magi coming to see Christ, 
(Matthew ii.) ; hence Simeon awaiting Him (Lukeii) 

[John i. 1 — 18. Introduction to St. John's Gospel.] 

At this time John the Baptist preached (Matthew 
iii. 1 — 4 ; Mark i. 1--6 ; Luke iii. 1 — 6) in the Desert.

thirty miles east from Jerusalem in Judaea, and 
from his teaching and living attracted so much atten- 
tion that not only did the people throng to him (Mat- 
thew iii. 5 — 10 ; Mark i. 6 ; Luke iii. 7 — 14) from 
Jerusalem and all Judaea, but even a deputation 
from the Levites was sent from Jerusalem to ask 
him if he were the " Christ," to Bethabara beyond 
Jordan (John i. 28), 82° 30' N., 85° 40' E. .He told 
them (w. 19 — 28), he was the forerunner and pre- 
parer for the way of Jesus CmiiST. 

As such he produced some effect, but the people were 
little inclined from their eager anticipation (Luke iii. 
15), of the conqueror Messiah to relish moral lessons 
(Matthew iii. 11, 12 ; Mark i. 7, 8 ; Luke iii. 16, 17). 
John the Baptist began his preaching in the fifteenth 
year of the reign of Tiberius Caesar (Luke iii. 1 ; v. 18). 

BAPTISM. (Matthew iii. 18—17 ; Mark i. 9—11 ; 
Luke iii. 21, 22) ; [John I 82—34]. Probably in Janu- 
ary A.D. 27, or A.D. 29 — [Ware] — (John i. 28). 

At thirty years of age, conscious of the possession of 
supernatural endowments, our Saviour, the lowly 
GalilaBan, went from Nazareth to Jordan — 82° 30' N., 
85° 40' E.., (Bethabara, John i. 28), to be baptized of 
John, who is surprised at his coming to him, but on 
Jesus telling him, '' it becometh us to fulfil all righteous- 
ness" (Matthew iii 18), John baptized Christ; then the 
heavens opened, and the Spirit descended like a dove 
upon Him, and a voice came from heaven saying, 
" Thou art (Mark i. 11 ; Luke iii. 22), (** This is, 
Matthew iii. 17), my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased." 

TEMPTATION. Matthew iv. 1—11 : " after fast- 
ing forty days and forty nights ; '* Mark i. 12, 13 : " He 
was with wild beasts ; " Luke iv. 1 — 13 : " afterwards 
hungered.** ^* Between His baptism and the commence- 
ment of His public ministry, the Evangelists (Matthew, 
Mark, Luke) record that Jesus was led of the Spirit 
into the wilderness (S.E. in Judsea), to be tempted of 
the devil (Mark i. 13). It should seem that this trial 
was important to Him previous to His entrance upon

In consequence of the Evangelists 
abstaining from giving the precise time 
of the events of Christ's Ministry, and 
omitting to inform us how long that 
Ministry lasted, various opinions have 
arisen on these points. Many persons 
think the Ministry of Christ lasted about 
three yeara Some think several years, 
and others only one year, Henry Ware 
considers the last theory to be most pro- 
bable — that it was held by the early 
Christians and is favoured by the 
Gospel& 



There were three great annual festivals 
in the Jewish Church, at which we must 
suppose our Saviour with all the men to 
have been present St John has recorded 
his visits to Jerusalem. He mentions a 
Passover, a feast of Tabernacles, a feast 
between them, which must have been 
Pentecost, and another Passover. This 
gives the festivals in their proper order 
for a little more than a year.

In this (Ware's) history this regular 
account of bt John's of our Lord's doings 
in Jerusalem at four different festivals ; 
by transposing the (note) 6th chapter of 
St. John — (which is to be regarded as 
relating to the last Passover, at which 
Christ died), (note, Dr. Carpenter and 
Professor Palfrey adopt this theory — The 
feeding of the 5,000 is said in 6th of 
John to have taken place when the 
Passover was nigh) — and the introduc- 
tion of the doings of Christ in the country 
at different times will be observed as 
being attended with fewer difficulties 
than perhaps any other plan. 



To facilitate a clear apprehension of 
the History, it may be observed that our 
Saviour's Ministry naturally divides itself 
into Five Parts, corresponding to FIVE 
VISITS he made to Jerusalem. His 
home was Galilee. Thence He travelled 
at the festivals — the Passover, the feast 
of Pentecost, the feast of Tabernacles, 
the feast of Dedication, and the Passover 
again. 



ist Part or VISIT. Christ's Bap- 
tism took place a.d. 29, probably in 
Januar}^ (Matthew iii.) After spending 
forty days (Luke iv ; Matthew iv.) in 
the desert he returned to Galilee (John 
i. 29), wrought his first miracle at Cana 
(John ii). Then went to attend the 
PASSOVER (Leviticus xxiii.) at Jeru- 
salem, (John ii.) A.D. 29, 19th March, 
according to astronomical calculation.

PASSOVER. 
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RETURN FROM TEMPTATION. Precise 
dates of Christ's Baptism and of His return from temp- 
tation (John I 29) to the banks of the Jordan are not 
determined. It was the day before this return that the 
messengers from Jerusalem oame to John at Bethabara 
(Hebrew, ford) (82° 80'N. 85° 40'E.) John i. 19—28. 
For the next day (v. 29), on Christ's return, John 
pointed out our Saviour as ** The Lamb of God that, 

Although some would not look on Jesus as the 
Messiah, still John's disciples were most hkely to believe, 
and thus it was on '' again " the next day (John i. 
85 — 36 j when John with two of his disciples were 
standing together, and on John saying, ** Behold the 
Lamb of God," that the two diciples (v. 87) followed 
Jesus. 

CALL OF FIVE DISCIPLES. Jesus turns 
round and kindly invites them (Andrew, John L 40, and 
]>erhap8 John was the second) to abide with Him, for it 
was *' about the tenth hour," nearly evening (two hours 
before night) John i. 89 (probably to the village in 
which He then dwelt since His return). There is no 
account of this first interview during some hour of the 
night of our Saviour with the first two disciples. 
Andrew on the morrow (John i. 41), convinced that 
Christ was the Messiah, brought his brother Simon at 
once to Jesus, who, as a proof of His knowledge of men, 
told him that he should be called Cephas or Peter (a 
rock, signifying the foundation on the church on his 
energy), John i. 42. 

These three fishermen of Bethsaida (82° 52' N. 
85° 84'E.) John i. 44, a small town near Capernaum 
(32° 51'N. 85° 88'E. west of the Lake of Galilee, its site 
unknown), who had come 70 miles to John at Jordan, 
were the first disciples.- On the day foUowiug (John i. 
48) Jesus goes into Galilee and calls Philip, who 
follows him, and Philip, also of Bethsaida (82° 52' N. 
85° 84' E.), John i. 44, finds Nathaniel of Cana, (John 
xxi. 2), tells him he has found the Christ (John 
i. 45). Nathaniel says, ** Can any good thing come out of

Nazareth ? " Philip says, ^* Come and see.'* It was 
oil our Saviour giving him a proof of his knowledge 
that Nathaniel made this, the earhest profession of faith 
in Christ recorded in the Gospels, ** Eabhi, Thou art the 
Son of God, Thou art the Son of Israel'' (John i. 
49). Christ re-assured him of his seeing still greater 
things (John i. 50, 51). 

These five honoured men, Andrew, John (?), Simon 
Peter, Philip, and Nathaniel, all from Galilee, were 
Christ's First Disciples. 

(We are left to imagine the meeting of Christ with his 
Mother on his return home, after his temptation, to 
Nazareth ^ 

MARRIAGE IN CANA. (John ii. 1—11.) Three 
days (v. 1) after his return, Christ was present with his 
disciples at a marriage feast (lasts seven days) at Can a 
(three miles E.) at which he manifested forth his 
glory, and his. disciples believed .on Him, in His turning 
the water in six water-pots into wine. In John ii. 4 
Christ's words mean that no one should presume to 
control him. 

John ii. 12. From Cana He went with His 
Mother, Brethren, and Disciples to Capernaum, a 
village about eighteen miles east, on the west of the 
Lake of Galilee, or Sea of Tiberias. He remained 
there but a few days (John ii 18). The Passover 
(Exodus xii., lasted seven days) was at hand, and 
they were all preparing to join in its celebration at 
Jerusalenn. 



HEST VISIT. 

PASSOVER. (Exodus xii.) (19th March, a.d. 29.) 
(John ii. 18, 14.) It occurred in Spring, at the full 
moon of the vernal equinox, and lasted seven days. 
All the men of the land were obliged to go to the 
Temple (see also p. 88). Nothing of note happened 
in the route (90 miles) from Capernaum (82° 51' N. 
85° 88' E.) to Jerusalem (81° 46' N. 85° 16' E.), no

doubt crowded with people. Immediately on His 
arrival He went to the Temple, recently rebuilt by 
king Herod the Great 

It stood east at the top of a hill (Moriah) overlooking 
the city. It was not very large. First Temple (1 Kings 
VL vii. viii.) profaned by Nebuchadnezzar, King of Baby- 
lon, B.C. 688 (2 Kings XXV.) Eebuilt b.c. 515 (Ezra vi.) 
It had three courts, viz. , 1. The outer, or court of the Gen- 
tiles ; 2. The court of Israelites, divided into two apart- 
ments, the outer one called, court of the women ; 3. 
The court of Priests, in which the Temple stood. These 
courts were one within the other. The inner part of 
the Temple was the Holy of Holies (where the Cherubin 
and the Ark were in the old Temple) into which the 
priest entered only once a year on a special solemnity, 
called the "day of Atonement'* (Leviticus vi. 26). 
The outer and public court was of a square form. Each 
side one furlong long (660 feet) with a covered portico, 
supported by 162 large marble pillars (see ** Jewish 
History," p. 4). 

In this outer court were the sellers of cattle and 
money-changers for the convenience of the people who 
sacrificed (John il 14). See also p. 35. 

EXPULSION from the TEMPLE. (John ii. 
15 — 17.) Although the people were accustomed to this 
sight in the outer court of the Temple, Christ saw in it 
the profanation of the Temple ; and with a scourge of 
small cords expelled the cattle — told the sellers of doves 
to take them away, and overthrew the tables of the 
money-changers. His gratified disciples remembered 
the words of Psahn Ixix. 9 (John ii. 17). The people 
questioned his (v. 18.) authority when he answered (vv. 19 
— 22) ; words understood after his crucifixion. Knowing 
the nature of the expectation of the people who came to 
him, Jesus did not disclose himself to them (John ii. 
28—25). (v. 28 " miracles.") 

While at Jerusalem, Nicodemus (John iii. 1 — 
21), a ruler of the Jews, came to Jesus by night to be 
taught of him. As results of his visit, see John vii. 
50—58 ; John xix. 89. 
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After the Passover Jesus with His disciples went (to 
some spot near the river Jordan) into the land of 
Judaea, and baptized many followers (John iii. 22). 
John iii. 28, 24 : John at this time was baptizing at 
^non near Salinn, not yet imprisoned, having left 
Bethabara (John i. 28), (82° 80' N., 85° 40' E.). The 
disciples of John, jealous of Christ attracting so many 
followers, came to John to ask him about it. John 
quieted them (John iii. ^5 — 86). 

John iv. 1 — 8. The Pharisees, a powerful, and pro- 
fessedly rigid sect were also troubled on hearing about 
Jesus. Jesus avoided dispute, left Judaea and went 
into Galilee. 

John iv. 4 — 42. Forty miles north from Jerusalem, 
Christ arrived at Jacob's Well (v. 6.) — still seen, mile 
and a half east of Sychar — about midday. His disci- 
ples had gone to Sychar, or Shechenn, or Sichem 
(between Mount Ebal and Mount Gerizinn)— a 
flourishing city at present — to buy meat (v. 8.) A 
woman of Samaria came to the well, who, on Jesus 
asking her to give Him to drink, said v. 9, so aston- 
ished was she at Christ's affability in contrast with the 
dislike on the part of the Jews. Then followed the 
conversation (vv. 13 — 26). The woman (v. 28) and the 
people of the city came (v. 80). Christ likened them 
to the harvest (w. 85 — 88). The Samaritans besought 
Him to stay with them (v. 40), and many of them be- 
lieved (vv. 41, 42). After two days (w. 48, 44) Christ 
went into Galilee, (v. 45), the Galileans received Him. 
At Cana a nobleman asked Him to heal his son at 
Capernaunn, twenty miles distant (w. 46 — 54). 



SECOND VISIT. 

PENTECOST. May 8f/i,A.D. 29 (Leviticus xxiii.) 
Celebrated fifty days after Passover (Exodus xii.) to 
commemorate the giving of the law from Mount Sinai 
(Exodus xix., XX.), at which all the males were required 
to appear. 
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John V. 1 — 15. This Christ's Second Visit to 
Jerusalem at Pentecost was signalized by the cure 
of the impotent man, diseased thirty-eight years, 
by the Pool of Bethesda (described in John v. 2). 
John V. 16 : the Jews persecute Jesus. Then follows 
the revelation of Christ's Eelationship to God (John 
V. 17—47). 

(John vi. Eefer to arrangement of this ** Compared 
Eeferences in Life of our Lord," p. 9). 

John vii. 1. Jesus went into Galilee, avoiding 
Judaea on account of the Jews. 

From Pentecost, 8fch May, a.d. 29, we hear nothing of 
Christ until 16th September, a.d. 29. The Feast of 
Tabernacles (Leviticus xxiii.) (third great feast), at 
which all the males were required to appear, lasted 
seven or eight days, held to commemorate Israel 
dwelling in tents — the people lived in tents seven or 
eight days. On the first day tl^ey went with branches 
of certain trees [so-called Hosannas] round the Altar ; 
they also brought the first-fruits of their second harvest. 
(See also below, ** Tabernacles.") 



THIED VISIT. 

TABERNACLES. Septeviber 16th, a,d. 29. (Lasted 
seven or eight days.) John vii. 2 — 10 : Christ's 
brethren urge Him to go to Jerusalem. They did not 
believe in Him. They leave Christ, who then goes up 
" in secret." w. 11 — 18 : various opinions respecting 
Christ. V. 14 : Jesus arrives about the midst of the 
feast and taught in the Temple, vv. 15 — 20 : Surprise 
of the Jews at His teaching. Accused of having a 
devil, Christ expostulates with them (w. 21 — 29). 
w. 80, 81 : Effect of His address. (It was supposed 
that Christ's origin would be unknown.) w. 82 — 36 : 
the Pharisees send ofl&cers to take Christ. 

On the last day of the feast of Tabernacles (Levi- 
ticus xxiii. 86) called ** Great Hosanna," which beside 
with extraordinary pomp was celebrated also by the 
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people taking water from the fonntain of Siloam to the 
Temple, where it was partly drunk with loud acclama- 
tions ; the remainder was mixed with wine and poured 
out at the foot of the altar, the people singing (Isaiah 
xii. 8). In the midst of this Jesus said (John vii. 87, 
88), and produced another questioning among the.people 
(vv. 40—44). The officers (w. 45 — 49) return. Here- 
upon Nicodemus greatly interfered (w. 60—52). The 
Council broke up (v. 58). 

John viiL 1. Jesus retired from the city to the 
Mount of Olives, about a mile directly east of 
Jerusalem. John viii. 2 : Next morning went to the 
Temple and taught, w. 8 — 11 : the Woman taken 
in Adultery is brought to Him. v. 6 : Christ 
then continued His teaching, vv. 12 — 58 : until 
(v. 59) they took up stones (see also p. 25) to cast at 
Him, when He hid Himself and went out' of the Temple. 

John ix. 1 — 41. Probably the restoring the sight 
of the blind man occurred on the same day as the 
above events. This was very public and caused a great 
sensation (vv. 8 — 84), which ended in the man being 
cast out of the synagogue. 

In John ix. 85—88 we see how kindly Jesus re- 
vealed Himself to the man. Jesus then said v. 89. 
Ver. 40 : Pharisees question Him. Ver. 41 : Jesus 
answered, and continues His exhortation, likens Him- 
self to a '/ GOOD Shepherd." John x. 1—18. A 
division arises among the Jews (w. 19 — 21). Here 
closes the account of Christ's doings at Jerusalem 
at the feast of the Tabebnacles, 

Hitherto John's Gospel has led us. We infer that 
John was more intimate with Jesus, and hence tried to 
supply the deficiency of the other Gospels. Probably 
during the intervals between the feasts, John renewed 
his calling in Galilee, until the feast came which he 
has especially related. 
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PUBLIC MINISTEY. 

FIRST TOUR THROUGH GALILEE. In 

Matthew xiv. 3., Matthew iv. 12, Mark vi. 17, 
Mark i. 14, Luke iii. 19, 20, we see that about 
this time John the Baptist was cast into prison 
(Matthew iv. 12), Jesus hearing this leaves Jerusalem 
(86° 16' E. 31° 46' N.) and goes into Galilee (Luke iv. 
14, 15), and begins His more Public Ministry (Matthew 
iv. 17, Mark i. 14—15). 

He came to Nazareth (35°21'E. 82° 48' N.) Luke iv. 
16. In the Synagogue there is a desk in the centre 
of the building. The Book of the Law was brought with 
form from the Ark, opposite which were the "chief seats," 
facing them the seats for the congregation. The women 
sat apart in a gallery behind a lattice. The service 
consisted of prayers, reading, and expounding the law 
or preaching. The Scriptures were written on strips of 
parchment, each end rolled upon a round piece of wood. 
The reader as he read unrolled one end and rolled up the 
other and left the roll open when he finished. Any 
competent person was called upon by the Eulers to read. 
Jesus was asked (Luke iv. 17), then followed Luke iv. 
18 — 21. The people amazed (Luke iv. 22 ; Matthew xiii. 
54 — 68 ; Mark vi. 1 — 6). On his adverting to their un- 
behef (Luke iv. 23 — 27) the congregation thrust him out 
of the city, but he passed through them (Luke iv. 28 — 
30). 

Thence he goes to Capernaum, (35°38'E.82° 51'N.) 
(Luke iv. 31 ; Matthew iv. 13 — 16). This place hence- 
forth his principal residence. Its situation doubtful. 
While walking by the Sea of Galilee (Mark i. 16 — 20, 
Matthew iv. 18—22), after teaching people " out of " a 
ship, and ** a great multitude of fishes*' (Luke v. 1 — 11), 
He calls Andrew, first disciple, and Peter, second 
disciple [formerly with him [see p. 12] , not permanently, 
for they had removed from Bethsaida (32° 62'N) N.W. 
of Sea of Galilee, to follow fishing in the Lake], and 
James, third disciple, and John, fourth disciple, the 
Sons of Zebedee (Matthew iv. 21). 
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With these four permanent attendants he returns to 
Capernaum (32° 64' N.), Mark i. 21, 22; Luke iv. 
81, 82. On the Sabbath in the Synagogue he healed 
the man with unclean spirit (Mark i. 23—28 ; 
Luke iv. 88 — 87). His fame thus extended. Prom 
the Synagogue they go to (Mark i. 29 — 81 ; Matthew 
viii. 14, 15 : Luke iv. 88, 89) the house of Simon 
and Andrew, where Jesus healed Simon's wife's 
mother. In the evening the sick were brought 
to Him (Mark i. 32 — 84; Matthew viii. 16, 17; Lukeiv. 
40, 41). Thus was this important Era signalized. 
Mark i. 85 — 39 ; Luke iv. 42 — 44 : Next morning 
(first day of the week) our Saviour prays to God — be- 
sought by His disciples to go to the people, He 
declines to do so by going on (Matthew iv. 28 — 25; 
Mark I 89 ; Luke iv. 44) a circuit through Galilee. 
The crowd of followers increased, attracted by different 
motives. 

Towards the close of this first circuit our Saviour, 
" seeing the multitudes, went up into a mountain " near 
Capernaum to the north, and there delivered the 
"LORD'S SERMON ON THE MOUNT," con- 
tained in Matthew v. vi. vii.; Luke vi. 20 — 49. [Luke vi. 
17, " in the plain ; ** 18 — 19, heals.] It embodies the whole 
practical spirit of the Gospel. [Some critics divide it into 
two distinct Sermons, at different times.] As Matthew 
says (Matthew vii. 28, 29), the people were struck with 
the tone of authority of his teaching. [Luke v. 1 — 11, see 
p. 18] ; Matthew viii. 1 — 4 ; Mark I 40 — 45 ; Luke v. 12 
— 15 : As he came down from the Mount, Jesus 
healed the man diseased with Leprosy, and ordered 
him to fulfil the Law (Leviticus xiv.) 

The reason why our Saviour did not wish this 
miracle noised about was probably to avoid attracting 
the attention of the authorities. 

Having dismissed the multitudes, Christ retired into 
a desert place to pray (Luke v. 16). [Matthew xiv. 23; 
Mark vi. 46 ; on another occasion, see p. 28.] 

From the general accounts of the Evangelists we 
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are not certain how long Christ was absent from 
Capernaum. 

On His return thither He granted the request of a 
message from a Centurion, who sent to Him to heal 
his. servant (Matthew viii. 5 — 18 ; Luke vii. 1 — 10). 
The next day (Luke vii. 11 — 17), he goes to Nain, 
(82° 83' N., 85° 89' E.) twenty [or 82° 88' N., 
35° 24' E., near foot of Little Hermon eighteen] miles 
from Capernaum, and raises the Widow's Son. 

On his way to return to Capernaum a scribe and 
a disciple (and another, Luke ix. 61, 62) (Matthew 
viii. 18 — 22 ; Luke ix. 57 — 60), wish to follow Him. 

One evening he proposed (Mark iv. 85; Luke viii. 
22), to pass over to the other side of the Lake of 
Galilee [Sea of Tiberias, six miles broad, 13 miles 
long, lying in a basin formed by two ranges of moun- 
tains, with the Jordan flowing through it from north 
to south. Although usually quiet, still subject (600 feet 
lower than the Mediterranean) to occasional blasts 
(Matthew viii. 24)]. A storm " came down " (Luke viii. 
23). Luke viii. 24, 25 : The disciples awoke Christ,who 
'< stills the storm" (Matthew viii. 24 — 27; Mark 
iv. 86—41 ; Luke viii. 24, 25). They arrive on the 
opposite eastern shore in the cojmtry of Gadara (Mark 
V. 1 ; Luke viii. 26) — capital of Peraea, rebuilt by 
Ppmpey the Great, one of five cities in which the 
Eomans estabUshed courts of justice (32° 40' N., 
85° 45' E.) In Matthew viii. 28, caUed country of the 
Gergesenes — restating from part of the land of one city, 
Gergesa belonging to the other (Mark v. 1 ; Luke viii. 
26), Gadara [Ware] . Here Christ met Two De- 
moniacs (Matthew viii. 28), among the tombs outside 
the city. There are different opinions respecting these 
demoniacs. Matthew (viii. 28 — 84) mentions two, 
while Luke (viii. 27—39), and Mark (v. 2—20) one. 
Their narratives agree with one another. Jesus at the 
request of the people departs, having sent the unclean 
spirit into the swine. The cured person — not per- 
mitted to join Jesus — (Mark v. 18 — 20b; Luke viii. 38, 
89) published the miracle. 
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Matthew ix. 1 ; Mark v. 21 ; Luke viii. 40 : Christ 
welcomed hack to Capernaum. Pharisees, Doctors 
of law present (Luke v. 17), with the crowd in the 
court or central square of the house, from which doors 
led to different apartments. It was paved with marble, 
covered with reeds — an awning was overhead. A man 
sick of the palsy let down from the balustrade through 
the awning on a bed directly at the Saviour^s side, 
whom He cures (Matthew ix. 2 — 8; Mark ii. 1 — 12; 
Luke V. 18 — 26). We may infer that strangers wit- 
nessed Christ's miracles from their exclamations. 
Mark ii. 13 : preached by the sea-side. On his way he 
calls Matthew (Mark ii. 14—17 ; Luke v. 27—29 ; 
Matthew ix. 9 — 18) ; probably formerly acquainted with 
him as (John i. 87) with Andrew and Peter. 

Luke V. 29 ; Matthew ix. 10 ; Mark ii. 15 : Matthew 
has a feast at which Jesus attends. PubHcans, ofi&cers, 
partly Jews, employed by the Eomans for collecting 
the revenues and taxes (Mark ii, 16, 17 ; Luke v. 80 — 
82). Jesus answered the scribes, expounders of the law, 
and Pharisees, a strict sect (Mark ii. 18 — 22). Christ 
impresses the spirituality of His rehgion (Matthew ix. 14 
—17 ; Luke v. 83—39) in Parables, " New Cloth," 
*' New Wine " — in answer to disciples (Matthew) of 
John the Baptist. Matthew ix. 18 ; Mark v. 22 ; Luke 
iviii. 41 : While engaged as above, a ruler of the syna- 
gogue, named Jairus, asks him to come to heal his dead 
(Matthew ix. 18.) dying (Mark v. 28; Luke viii. 42) 
Daughter. (Luke viii. 42 : twelve years old.) On his 
way (Matthew ix. 19 — 22; Mark v. 24 — 84; Luke viii. 
42 — 48) a Woman touched His garment. 

Mark v. 85, 86 ; Luke viii. 49, 50 : Jairus' daughter 
expires. Luke viii. 51 ; Mark v. .87 : Allows only 
Peter, James, and John to go into the ruler's house. 
(Matthew ix. 28 ; Mark v. 88 : ** tumult" of mourning.) 
He then spake the word and the child returned to life. 
(Matthew ix. 24—26; Mark v. 89—48; Luke viii. 
62—56.) 

Only three instances of Christ raising the dead. First, 
an only son at Nain (see p. 20). Second, an only 
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daughter of Jairus (see p. 21), and third, an only 
(probably) brother Lazabus (see pp. 25, 26). 

Matthew ix. 27 — 38. Jesus heals Two Blind 
Men and a Dumb Man. The Pharisees said Matthew 
ix.84. 

No definite date is attached to the following : — 

IMPORTUNITIES OF THE PHARISEES 

(Luke vii. 86—50), who watched and followed Jesus for 
the purpose of so doing. 

While Jesus was dining with a Pharisee, a woman 
anointed His feet (Luke vii. 36 — 50). Lujce vii. 41 — 
48 : Parable, " Two Debtors." 

The Parables of the " Prodigal Son," " The Lost 
Sheep," and "The Lost Piece of Silver," were 
spoken on an occasion of the reviling of the Pharisees 
(Luke XV. 1, 2, 11—82). 

On another occasion (Luke xi. 87 — 54), when Jesus 
was dining with a Pharisee, who was surprised at his 
neglect to wash his feet, he urged the necessity of inward 
religion. A lawyer and the scribes and Pharisees argued 
with him, and tried to incite him to speak words on 
which they might accuse him. 

On a sabbath, again dining with a Pharisee (Luke xiv. 
1 — 6), healed a Dropsical Man. Luke xiv. 7 — 11 : 
urges Humility by a Parable — ** seat at wedding." 
Luke xiv. 12 — 24 (see also p. 25) : urges real 
Charity. Probably this Parable (" Great Supper ") 
was spoken towards the close of his Ministry. [Self- 
denial and "parables," Luke xiv. 25—85.] Again, 
(Matthew xii. 1— 8; Mark ii. 28—28; Luke vi. 1—5), 
on the occasion of his disciples PLUCKING CORN 
on the Sabbath. 

His healing on the Sabbath the Impotent Man at 
the Pool of Bethesda gave occasion to importunities 
(John V. 2 — 16 : see p. 16). On (John ix. 1 — 41) opening 
the Blind (see p. 17) man's eyes and ordering him to 
wash in the Pool of Si loam, [without the walls, at 
south-east angle of Jerusalepci]. ' Luke xiii. 10 — 17 : on 
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healiDg the Crooked Woman bowed together eighteen 
years. Matthew xiL 9 — 14 ; Mark iii. 1 — 6 ; Luke vi. 
6 — 11 : on healing the Withered Hand (see p. 26). 
Is it to be wondered at that Jesus should look round on 
them as upon one occasion with ** anger '* ? (Mark iii. 
6). In Matthew xii 22—87 ; Mark iii. 22—80, we 
read the reply of Jesus to the interpretation put upon 
His miracles by the Pharisees. On some of them 
(Matthew xii. 88) asking Him for a sign (in addition 
to His miracles), He referred them in a figure to His 
future Death and Besubbection (Matthew xii. 40). 
Matthew xii. 89 — 45 ; Luke xi. 29—82 : In answer- 
ing these Pharisees our Lord used words of indignation, 
which on no other occasion escaped his gentle hps. 

SECOND TOUR THROUGH GALILEE. 
(Direction, Duration, and Deeds doubtful.) Matthew 
ix. 85; Luke viii. 1: Leaving Capernaum and its 
vicinity after a few days* stay, Jesus took a direction 
probably different from the former tour through Galilee 
(Matthew ix. 85, teaching and healing ; Luke viii. 1, 
preaching). On this occasion various persons followed 
Him, amongst whom (Luke viii. 2, 8) '^certain 
women." 

About this time, either before or after commencing 
this new journey. He appoints Twelve Apostles. 
[Before doing so prays Luke vi. 12]. Matthew x. 1 — 42 ; 
Mark iii. 18 — 19 ; Luke vi. 18 — 16. Andrew, Peter, 
John, and Phihp, with him at commencement of His 
ministry. The Ist James, Son of Zebedee, at an early 
period; Matthew of Capernaum ; Thomas, incredulous ; 
Judas, the betrayer. The 2nd James and Judas, or 
Thaddeus, sons of Alpheus, these two afterwards wrote 
epistles — and Bartholomew and Simon less known. 

Matthew x. 1 — 42. Christ (see also p. 25) charges 
his Disciples (Mark vi. 7 — 11 ; Luke ix. 1 — 5) ; [Luke 
xii. 1 — 12], endowing them with miraculous powers. 
The Apostles leave our Saviour (Mark vi. 12, 18; 
Luke ix. 6). Christ departed (Matthew xi. 1). 

During this tour John the Baptist sent a message 
to Christ from prison (in th^ fortress Machssrus, east of 
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the Dead Sea), (Matthew xi. 2, 8 ; Luke vii. 18—20) 
by two of his disciples. 

After giving them an answer (Matthew xi. 4 — 6 ; 
Luke vii. 22, 28), Jesus eulogized John (Luke vii. 
24—28 ; Matthew xi. 7—16). 

Jesus sends seventy disciples before him (Luke x. 
1 — 11). Waits for their return probably (see p. 25) 
(Luke X. 17—20). Denunciation (Matt. xi. 20—24; 
Luke X. 12—16) against Chorazin (82° 58'N., 85° 86'E.) 
Bethsaida (82° 52' N., 85° 84' E.) and Capernaum 
(82° 51' N., 85° 88' E.). Luke x. 21—24 ; Matthew xi. 
25—27: Thanks to- God. Matthew xi. 28— 80 : Invita- 
tion to receive Him and His doctrine. 



FOURTH VISIT. 

DEDICATION. November 2eth, a.d. 29. Autumn 
advanced, Jesus intending to be present at the celebration 
of the feast of Dedication, instead of returning to 
Capernaum, took the route to Jerusalem (Lukexvii'w 
11 — 19) through Samaria and Galilee; meets at a 
certain village Ten Lepers, whom He cured — the 
Samaritan alone grateful. 

Luke X. 25—37 : Parable of the " Good Samaritan " 
— in answer to a "certain lawyer." It was probably now 
He visited Martha and Mary (Luke x. 88 — 42) at 
Bethany (81° 46' N., 85° 18' E.) two miles from 
Jerusalem ; memorable conversation with them. 
From Bethany (81° 46' N., 85° 18' E.) Jesus went to 
Jerusalem, where He arrived in the midst of the feast 
of Dedication (John x. 22 — 42). 

This feast, not appointed by law, did not require the 
the people to attend. It was held with great pomp — 
illuminations and music for eight days. Sometimes 
called the " Feast of Lights." It was instituted by Judas 
Maccabseus in commemoration of the cleansing of the 
Temple after it had been profaned by Antiochus Epi- 
phanes. John x. 28 : Jesus in Solomon's porch — the 
piazza, it is thought, which extended along the eastern 
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side of the Court of the Gentiles. Ten weeks since last 
seen there (John viii. : see p. 17), when He had been 
driven out of it. Since then His ministry had caused 
diversity of opinions respecting Him (John x. 21). The 
Jews pervert His words (John x. 24 — 88) into blasphemy, 
take up stones (John x. 81). (See also p. 17.) He 
answers them. (vv. 82 — 88). They try to take Him 
(v. 89), but He escapes (John x. 40) to Bethabara 
(32° 30' N., 85° 40' E.), where John at first baptized. 
Many resort to Him (John x. 41, 42). His disciples 
increase. Discourses and " parables '* while here 
(Luke xiv. xv.) (See also p. 22.) Luke xvi. : ** The 
Unjust Steward,** and **The Rich Man and 
Lazarus.*' It is thought that the seventy disciples 
sent (see p. 24) out (Lilke x. 1 — 11) here returned unto 
Him (Luke x. 17—20). 

No record is given of their doings, as likewise of 
(Matthew x. 1 — 42 [see also p. 28] ; Mark vi. 7 — 12 ; 
Luke ix. 6) the twelve Apostles, whose precise return 
(Mark vi. 30 ; Luke ix. 10) is not mentioned. Probably 
the latter (Matthew ix. 86 — 88) were with Him at 
the present time. 

Jesus rejoices (Matthew xi. 25 — 27 ; Luke x. 21 — 24 : 
see also p. 24), the only instance of this emotion of 
thanksgiving. 

While at Bethabara (82° 80' N., 85° 40' E.), heard 
of the illness of Lazarus (John xi. 1 — 4). In John 
xi. 5, Jesus' love. He (John xi. 6) remained two days 
[Literval of journey from Bethabara 82° 80' N., to 
Bethabara 81° 48' N.] *Hhen'' (John xi. 7) proposed to 
return to Judaaa. John xi. Q- — 15: Surprise of the 
disciples, and Christ's answer to them, telling them that 
Lazarus was dead. Licredulous Thomas said John 
xi. 16.— From Bethabara 81° 48' N., 85° 86' E. (east 
of Jericho) to Bethany (31° 46' N., 85° 18' E.), across 
the Jordan, 80 miles. — Instead of raising Lazarus at a 
distance (as see p. 20, Luke vii. 1 — 10), Christ goes 
to his sisters (John xi. 17) in th6 midst of seven days* 
mourning (v. 19). John xi. 20 — 24 : Martha meets 
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Him. He utters those sublime words (vv. 25, 26). 
Martha says v. 27 and fetches (v. 28) Mary, who meets 
Jesusoutside the town (vv. 80, 81). Mary (v. 82) — ** Jesus 
wept" (v. 85) — (w. 88 — 40) comes to tide grave, v. 41 : 
The stone is rolled away. ' Christ utters thanks (v. 42). 
w. 48, 44 : He RAISES LAZARUS, vv. 45, 46': 
Effect of the miracle. A meeting of the Sanhedrim 
(Exodus xviii. 25) discuss this matter (see also p. 41). 
John xi.47 — 58: Opinions and resolutions of the Council. 

Formerly the Scribes and Pharisees alone threatened 
Jesus. The sacred Sanhedrim, the venerable Council of 
Sevbktt, decree His Death. 

To avoid them Jesus goes (John xi. 54.) to Ephraim 
'' on the borders of Samaria, 20 miles north-east of 
Jerusalem" (82° 5' N., 85o 86' E.; its precise site 
doubtful). 

Thence He appears to have returned to Galilee, going 
about doing good (see "withered hand," p. 23). 
Matthew xii. 9 — 21 ; Mark iii. 1 — 12 ; Luke vi. 6 — 11. 
Luke xi. 1 — 4 : The Lord^s Prayer." Luke xi. 5, 8 — • 
13 : Parable, " Friend at midnight." Li a house at 
Capernaum, so pressed by the crowd as to be unable 
to take His food (Mark iii. 19, 20), a discussion took 
place (Matthew xii. 22 — 45). [Matthew xii. 22, 28 : A 
demoniac blind and dumb healed.] (Mark iii. 
22—80 ; Luke xi. 14—26.) [Luke xi. 14 : A demo- 
niac dumb healed] — see Lnportunities, p. 28. 

Probably to release Him from the crowd the Mother 
and brother of Jesus (kinsmen) came to Him (Mark iiL 
21) on hearing " He is beside himself." 

Finding the crowd (Matthew xii. 46 — 50; Mark iii. 
81 — 85 ; Luke viii. 19 — 21) so dense, they sent in word 
they wanted to see Him. Hereupon a woman called out 
(Luke xi. 27). Jesus answers (Luke xi. 28). Luke xi. 
29 — 86 : Discourse to people. [Luke xi. 87 — 54 ; see 
p. 22.] Matthew xiii. 1 — 85 ; Mark iv. 1 — 84 ; Luke viii. 
4 — 18 : The same day deUvers a Discourse from a 
boat on Sea of Galilee. A succession of << Parables." 
From Matthew xiii. 10; Mark iv. 10 ; Luke viii: 9, might 
be inferred that this was the first occasion of. this .new 
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mode of teaching which He explained to His disciples 
(Matthew xiii. 11 — 17 ; Mai'k iv. 11, 12 ; Luke viii. 10). 

Parable of «'The Sower'* (Matthew xiii. 1—9; Mark 
iv. 1 — 9; Luke viii. 4 — 8), which He explained (Matthew 
xiii. 18—28; Mark iv. 18—20; Luke viii. 11—15). 
" The Tares " (Matthew xiii. 24—80) relating to His 
doctrine and its triumph, and others (Mark iv. 21—25; 
Luke viii. 16—18). Parables : " Mustard Seed " 
(Matt. xiii. 81— 83*— 86 ; Mark iv. 80—84). *" Leaven " 
(^ee also p. 82). "The corn's silent growth" 
(Mark iv. 26— 29). 

On His return home he added to explanation of the 
" Tares and Wheat " (Matthew xiii. 86—48). Par- 
ables in Matthew xiii. 44 — 62 : " Treasure," ** Mer- 
chant," "Pearl," and "Net." Matthew xiii. 68 
— 68; Mark vi. 1 — 6: returns from Capernaum to 
Nazareth. 

Five months since (see p. 18) He was thence expelled 
(Luke iv. 16 — 80) by the citizens, who still were pre- 
judiced and were astonished. A few sick healed. 
Still Christ preached in the villages (Mark vi. 6). 

Matthew xiv. 8 — 12; Mark vi. 17 — 28. Salome, 
daughter of Herodias, danced before Herod Antipas on 
his birthday. Through a promise made by him to her, 
and instructed by her mother, she obtained the Head 
of John the Baptist, who had been imprisoned (Luke 
iii. 19, 20) for reproving Herod for having his brother 
Herod PhiUp's wife. Herod was afterwards defeated 
by Aretas, king of Arabia, in battle. At the instigation 
of Herodias he went to Bome to seek from the Emperor 
as high a title as her brother Agrippa (the king). The 
Emperor however banished him to Lyons, thence to 
Spain — suspecting his loyalty. 

Matthew xiv. 1, 2 ; Mark vi. 14 — 16 ; Luke ix. 7 — 9: 
Haunted in his mind, Herod on hearing of Jesus thinks 
Him to be John risen. His courtiers (Mark vi. 16; 
Luke ix. 8) tried to persuade him that Christ was EHas. 
It is strange that Herod now heard of Jesus for the 
first time, as Tiberias (82° 46' N., 86° 84' E.) the seat 
of government was not far from Capernaum. Herod 
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must have been absent hitherto during Christ's ministry 
— probably at war with Aretas (some of his soldiers 
some months before had inquired of John the Baptist 
[Luke iii. 14] on their way to Arabia). On his return 
(?) he ordered the beheading of John the Baptist. 
Hence the reason no mention is made of him ; or that 
he made a journey to Rome (see p. 27) during this year, 
which would also ' account for not hearing of Herod 
hitherto. Matthew xiv. 18, 14; Mark vi. 31 — 84; Luke 
ix. 10, 11; John vi. 1 : To avoid Herod, on hearing of 
John's death (Ma»tthew xiv. 18) Jesus crosses the Lake 
of Tiberias (John vi. 1) to a desert spot near Bethsaida 
(" Bethsaida Julias, N.E. of the Lake ") Luke ix. 10, 
(its site unknown) in the dominions of Philip. Thither 
the people ** from all the cities " followed Him by sea 
and land. John vi. 8 : goes up a hill where He teaches 
and heals the sick (Mark vi. 84; Luke ix. 11; Matthew 
xiv. 14 ; John vi. 2). Li the evening Christ FEEDS 
6000 (men) with five loaves and two fishes (Matthew 
xiv. 15 — 21 ; Mark vi. 85 — 44; Luke ix. 12 — 17; John 
vi. 5 — 13) (twelve baskets, ko^ii/oi, — common provision 
baskets, usually slung from the shoulder — full of the 
remnants). John vi. 14, 15: Jesus, seeing that the 
people wished to make Him King, constrained (Matthew 
xiv. 22 ; Mark vi. 45) His disciples to get into (John vi. 
16, 17) a boat, commanding them to go to Bethsaida^ 
west of the lake (Mark vi. 45) in Gah'lee south of 
Capernaum. Christ remains behind, disperses the 
multitude, and returns to the ** mountain to pray" 
(Matthew xiv. 28; Mark vi. 46). [Another occasion, see 
p. 19.] . His disciples, detained by contrary winds on the 
Lake (Matthew xiv. 24 — 88 ; Mark vi. 47 — 52), are met 
by Jesus " at the fourth watch," about three in the morn- 
ings walking on the sea (of Galilee). Matthew xiv. 
24—27; Mark vi. 47—50; John vi. 17—20: He calms 
their fear. Peter (Matthew xiv. 28 — 81) goes towards 
Christ, but his courage failed him. John vi. 21 : into 
the ship. The (Matthew xiv. 82, 88 ; Mark vi. 51, 52) 
winds ceased. Matthew xiv. 84 ; Mark ^vi. 68 : they 
landed in the land of Gennesaret, a considerable tract

[di miles long by 2J miles broad) of fertile and populous 
country, N.W. angle of the Lake. The tidings of His 
arrival soon brought throngs of people to Him to be 
healed, or only even to touch His garment (Matthew 
xiv. 85, 36 ; Mark vi. 54—66). 

John vi. 22 — 71. The next day (John vi. 22) at 
Capernaum (v. 24) Clu-ist is met in the synagogue by 
persons who had seen Him on the other side of the 
Lake after His disciples' departure thence. Boats from 
Tiberias had taken them across the lake (John vi. 28). 
Chbist discourses with them (John vi. 25 — 65), and 
some leave Him (John vi. 66). He asks (John vi. 67) 
His disciples if they would go. Peter answered (John 
vi.,68, 69). Christ said (w. 70, 71) " of Judas Iscarioi" 
Matthew xv. 1 — 20; Mark vii. 1 — 28: complaints of 
Pharisees. Matthew xv. ^1 ; Mark vii. 24 : to avoid 
Herod — ^now returned to his province — (not to preach 
the Gospel, Christ's ministry being intended for the Jews 
alone) ; immediately after the conversations just related, 
Christ leaves His own town, again goes northerly to 
the borders of Tyre (38° 16' N., 86° 11' E.) and Sidon 
(88° 84' Nm 85° 21' E.) ; north-wfest comer of Pales- 
tine near the Mediterranean Sea, of great celebrity, 
originally distributed to the tribe of Ashur: as the 
ancient inhabitants were not dispossessed, they were not 
properly Jewish cities. Although (Mark vii. 24) " He 
could not be hid*' a Canaanite (Matthew xv. 22 — 28) 
Syrophenician (Mark vii. 25 — 30) woman seeks and 
entreats Him to heal her daughter. He refuses, she 
replies, whereupon Christ granted her request. (No 
other event recorded during this excursion, duration 
of which is uncertain.) 

Matthew xv. 29; Mark vii. 81. From the coasts 
of Tyre and Sidon He passes through the midst of 
Decapolis (still in a district out of Herod's juris- 
diction) and comes to the Sea of Galilee. Here 
crowds (Matthew xv. 80, 81) come to Him. He per- 
forms miracles of healing. A deaf and dumb man 
cured (Mark vii. 82—87). 
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Mark viii. 1—9 ; Matthew xv. 82—88 : After three 
days He feeds more than 4000 men with seven loaves 
and a few fishes (seven baskets, <r7n;pi^ec--hand-baskets 
with handles— of remnants). After dismissing the 
people (Matthew xv. 89), took ship to Magdala 
(82° 45' N., 85° 58' E.) and to Dalmanutha (82° 45' N., 
85° 55' E.), site doubtful (Mark viii. 10) [south-east ex- 
tremity (Ware) of the lake; others place Magdala north 
of Dalmanutha, on west coast of Lake.] Mark viii. 11, 
12 : Pharisees seek a sign (Matthew xvi. 1 — 4). Mark 
viii. 18 — 21 ; Matthew xvi. 4 — 12 : He again took ship, 
alluded to leaven of Pharisees, which disciples did not 
understand. They (Mark viii. 22) landed at Bethsaida 
Julias (upper end of the lake) its site unknown. Mark 
viii. 22 — 26 : restored the sight of a Blind Man very 
privately. Thence He goes to Caesarea Philippi 
(38° 16' N., 85° 42' E.) (Matthew xvi. 13; Mark viii. 27) 
forty miles north of Bethsaida, probably a site of ancient 
Laish, rebuilt by Philip, then tetrarch of that province, 
named CeBsarea in honour of the Emperor; his own 
name Philippi distinguishing from another Caesarea 
on the coast (82° 88' N., 84° 58' E.) Object of this visit 
to avoid Herod; hence the privacy of journey. No 
miracle or discourse recorded. Christ now asks His 
disciples the opinion of men respecting Himself, then 
asks them their own Opinion. Peter said, "THOU ART 
THE CHRIST." Tells them not to pubUsh that truth, 
and speaks to them of His death (Matthew xvi. 18^-21 ; 
Mark viii. 27 — 81; Lukeix. 18 — 22). Peter remonstrates 
(Matthew xvi. 22, 28 ; Mark viii. 82, 88) with Christ, 
-and Christ's rebuke. Christ's exhortation to truthful- 
ness to His cause, and promises of reward for the same : 
(Matthew xvi. 24—28 ; Mark viii. 84—88 ; ix. 1 ; Luke 
ix. 28 — 27). His words the disciples afterwards often 
recalled. 

Matthew xvii. 1 — 8; Mark ix. 2 — 8; Luke ix. 28 — 86. 
Matthew and Mark six, Luke eight days after the 
foregoing, Jesus takes Peter, James, and John, his three 
confidential apostles, with Him up into a mountain (see 
p. 81) to pray; while there the TRANSFIGURATION 
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took place. Moses and Elijah speak to Christ of His 
coming death. A voice says, "This is my beloved 
Son.'* Peter refers to this testimony of Christ's Divine 
authority (2 Peter i. 17, 18). Christ forbids publishing 
this event (It was the current opinion that the Messiah 
should not die) (Matthew xvii. 9 — 18 ; Mark ix. 9 — 18), 
and answers concerning the coming of Elijah — fulfilled 
in John the Baptist (Malachi iv. 5 — 6). 

On reaching the plain (Luke ix. 87 — 48) [Mark ix. 15 : 
the people '* saluted him'*] Christ heals the Lunatic 
Son of a man, who had brought him to the disciples 
(Matthew xvii. 14—18; Mark ix. 14—27). Christ's 
answer to the question (Matthew xvii. 19 — 21 ; Mark 
ix. 28, 29), "Why could we not cast him out ? " [Mount 
Tabor (82° 41' N., 85° 26' E.) wrongly considered as 
the spot where the ** Transfiguration " took place, as it 
was too public, and also the history shows it probably 
tookplacenearCaBsareaPhilippi(88°16'N.,85°42'E.), 
probably on "snowy" Mount Hermon.] (Matthew 
xvii. 22, 28 ; Mark ix. 30—82 ; Luke ix. 48—45). On 
the way (private) to Galilee Jesus speaks about His 
death. Disciples dispute (Mark ix. 88, 84). Matthew 
xviL 24 — 27: The tax-gatherers at Capernaum 
(Mark ix. 88) ask Peter if Christ pays Tribute — a tax, 
probably half a shekel, for the Temple. Christ, pays 
TRIBUTE by obtaining the money by a miracle 
(Matthew xvii. 27), the only one He wrought for His own 
convenience. 

Matthew xviii 1-— 22 ; Mark ix. 88—87, 42 ; Luke 
ix. 46—48; xvii. 1 — 4. The topic of conversation (at 
Capernaum) who should be greatest (Mark ix. 83) 
continued. Christ teaches Humility by placing a 
child in the midst of His disciples, whom He had called 
into the house (Ware) (Mark ix. 88 — 87). Mark ix. 88 — 
41 ; Luke ix. 49, 50 : Christ's reply to John's answer. 
Used Parables — Matthew xviii. 28 — 85 : " King and 
his servants.*^ Mark ix, 48 — 50 : **Salt.*' Luke xvii. 
5 — 10: ** Servant Plowing" — to urge Chris- 
tian conduct. Thus 'closed Christ's Ministry in 
Galilee with an exhortation to the Twelve to prac- 
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tise those virtues which He had blessed in His 
opening Sebhon (Matthew v., vi., vii). Luke ix. 
61: Christ sets out on His journey to Jerusalem 
(Matthew xix. 1 ; Mark x. 1). Leaving Capernaum, 
He takes the direct route through Samaria (Luke ix. 
62 — 58). At a village He was refused admrttance &om 
the bigotry (John iv. 9) of that people against the Jews, 
because He was going to the feast at Jerusalem. 
Luke ix. 54, 56: James and John wish Him to call 
down fire. He rebukes them. Luke ix. 66 : Goes to 
another village on the other side of Jordan in Peraea. 
Crowds follow Him, whom He healed and taught, and 
with whom He publicly went on His way to the city 
(Matthew xix. 2 ; Mark x. 1). Luke xiii. 1 — 6 : Inci- 
dent, **Galil»ans." Luke xiii. 6 — 9 : Parable, "Fig- 
tree" [see p. 88]. Luke xiii. 10 — 17: Miracle [see pp. 
22, 23]. Luke xiii. 18—21: Parables, "Mustard 
seed," ^* Leaven ** [see also p. 27]. Luke xiii. 22 — 30 : 
Incidents on the way. Luke xiii. 81, 32 : Told by 
Pharisees that Herod seeks His Hfe, Christ answers 
boldly saying, two days He should heal and the third 
He would be '< perfected ** (Luke xiii. 88) ; aware that a 
prophet could not perish oufc of Jerusalem, He utters 
His Lament over Jerusalem (Luke xiii 84—86). 
Many incidents occurred on this journey, Pharisees try 
to ensnare Him by questioning Him about marriage and 
divorce (Matthew xix. 3 — 9 ; Mark x. 2 — 9). Matthew 
xix. 10-— 12 ; Mark x. 10 — 12 : answers His disciples 
** in the house." Discourse and Parables (Luke xvii. 
20—37). Luke xviii. 1—14 : "the Unjust Judge '' 
and " Pharisee and Publican." Children brought 
to and blessed by^ Jesus (Matthew xix. 18 — 16 ; Mark x. 
18 — 16 ; Luke xviii. 15 — 17), urges the necessity of 
being like them ; also on this journey (Matthew xix. 16 
—26 ; Mark x. 17—27 ; Luke xviii. 18—27), a rich 
young man earnestly asked Jesus how he might 
inherit eternal life. Jesus alludes to the danger of 
riches. Peter reminds Jesus of the sacrifice he and 
the disciples had made. Jesus assures him of the 
(Matthew xix. 27—80 ; Mark x. 28—81 ; Luke xviii. 
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28 — 80) reward here and in heaven. Matthew xx. 
1 — 16: In this oonnection recited the parable of the 
" labourers in the vineyard," and probably other 
[Lukexii. 16—21 : Parable " Rich fool ; " Luke xii. 
86 — 48 : " Servants waiting for their Lord ; " Luke 
xiii. 1 — 80 (see also p. 82)] recorded instructions. (East 
of Jordan opposite Jericho.) Mark x. 82 : The 
Twelve perplexed respecting their journey. Matthew xx. 
17—19 ; Mark x. 82—84 ; Luke xviii. 81—84 : Jesus 
talks about His death, but is not understood. 

Matthew xx. 20 — 28 ; Mark x. 86 — 46. James and 
John (Mark) and their mother (Matthew) even request 
the :first offices of honour in His kingdom — the Ten dis- 
pleased and Jesus reproves them. Grosses the Jordan. 
Gives Sight either before entering Jericho 
(81° 60' N., 85° 27' E.) (Luke xviii. 86—48) to one 
blind man, or on going out thence (Matt. xx. 29 — 84) 
to two men. Mark x. 46 — 62: Bartimaeus. [The 
locality of miracle, on account of " New '* and ** Old " 
town of Jericho, and if one or two blind men, doubtful] 
Luke xix. 1 — 10 : Zaooheus climbs a tree, called down 
by Jesus, who eats with him and proclaims salvation 
unto him. Luke xix. 6 : Passes the day there and re- 
cites (Luke xix. 11 — 27) parable of "Ten Pounds" 
(1 Pound=je8 4s.) 

FIFTH AND LAST VISIT. 

At the PASSOVER (Exodus xa) Apnl Ist—lth. 
A.D. 80. Leaving Jericho (Luke xix. 28) goes towards 
Jerusalem, 20 miles distant, and arrives at Bethany 
(John xii. 1) (81° 46' N., 86° 18' E.) two miles east from 

Jerusalem,nearBethphage(lim.eastof Jerusalem) 

on the 6th day before (John xii. 1) the Passover. 

(John xii. 10, 11 : Lazarus to be killed.) Prom John 
xi. 65 — 67 we see that the people — assembled at this 
time six days before the Passover to fulfil certain 
ceremonies — began to wonder whether He, whom they 
had seen driven from Jerusalem (John x. 84) four 
months ago at Feast of Dbdioation (see pp. 24, 26), and 
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whom the Pharisees closely watched, would come to the 
feast (John xi. 66). This was [Ware, p. 182] on 
SATURDAY. John xii. 12: Next day SUNDAY 
[Wabe, p. 182] much people went to meet Him. Now 
that He was coming pubUcly, their grateful admiration 
prevailed against the decree of the Pharisees. Mean- 
time Jesus has left Bethany, approaches Bethphage, 
into which village he sends two disciples from the 
Mount of Olives for an ass's colt, belonging to one 
of His friends or followers (Matthew xxi. 1 — 6, 7 ; 
Mark xi. 1—7; Luke xix. 29 — 85; John xii. 14). 
[Zechariah ix. 9] ; John xii. 16, 16 : The disciples put 
their garments upon it and " set Jesus thereon " — 
they cast their garments and others strewed (Matthew 
xxi. 8 ; Mark xi. 8 ; Luke xix. 86) branches of trees 
in His way. Luke xix. 37 : Probably as He de- 
scended the Mount of Olives the people from Jeru- 
salem met Him (John xii. 18) bearing branches of palm 
trees and singing (Matthew xxi. 9; Mark xi. 9, 10; 
Luke xix. 87, 88) praises to Him, saying, << Hosanna 
to the Son of David (Matthew), blessed be (Psalm cxviii. 
26) He (Matthew and Mark) the King (Luke) that 
cometh in the Name of the Lord " — [also John xii. 17, 
18.] Thus they went to Jerusalem. Amidst all this 
Jesus says, as He goes down Mount of Olives across 
the valley, Luke xix. 41 — 44 : ** Wept over " the city. 
When He was come to Jerusalem (Matthew xxi. 
10, 11) the people wonderingly ask, " Who is this ? " 
Matt. xxi. [12, 18, seep. 85] 14: Blind andlame healed. 
They proceed to the Temple (Mark xi. 11). John xii. 
19 : Impatient at the people's enthusiasm, the Pharisees 
said John xii. 19. Some met Jesus on the road 
and asked Him to calm the commotion. He replied 
Luke xix. 39, 40. In the Temple children praise 
Him. Priests and scribes displeased (Matthew xxi. 
15, 16) : Jesus answers them. John xii. 20 — 26 : Some 
Greeks seek Him — Andrew and Philip tell Jesus — it is 
doubtful whether Jesus saw them. John xii. 27 — 29 : 
Jesus gives vent to His feelings and a VOICE 
from Heaven answers Him. He tells the people v. 80. 
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Speaks of His death. People (v. 84), Jesus (w. 85, 86). 
(John xii. 87 — 50; see Tuesday, p. 86.) In the evening 
(John xii. 86 ; Matthew xxi. 17 ; Mark xi. 11). From 
John saying that He hid Himself, we presume that Christ 
went to Bethany for quiet and refuge &om the excite- 
ment of the people. He probably went to Bethany 
from this time every evening until His death. 

The next day MONDAY [Wabe] Jesus returns to 
Jerusalem (Matthew xxi. 18, 19; Mark xi. 12 — 14), 
on the way curses the Fig-tree (Mark xi. 20; next 
morning, noticed withered). On reaching the Temple 
He drives out thence [as He did at another Passover, 
John ii. 18 — 17, see p. 14] all the buyers and sellers, 
&c. (Matthew xxi. 12, 18 ; Mark xi. 16 — 17 ; Luke 
xix. 45, 46), although he had not noticed them at the 
intermediate festivals. He was shielded this time by 
the people's feelings, of which (Mark xi. 18; Luke 
xix. 45 — 48) the rulers were afraid. Mark xi. 19 : He 
goes out of the city to. sleep at some retired place, 
probably Bethany. (See also Luke xxi. 87, 88 : ** day- 
time'* in Temple; "at night," Mount of Olives.) 

On TUESDAY [Wabe] , on their way to Jerusalem, 
the disciples notice (Mark xi. 20) the withered Fig- 
tree, Matthew xxi. 20—22. Mark xi. 22 --26: This 
occasions conversation on faith. Matthew xxi. 28 — 27; 
Mark xi. 27 — 38 ; Luke xx. 1 — 8 : In the porch of the 
Temple Jesus is met by certain priests and elders, 
probably from the Sanhedrim, who question "authority," 
hoping to make Him offend the Boman government. 
Jesus evades the answer by asking them about John 
the Baptist, recites the parables of «' Two Sons " 
(Matthew xxi. 28—32); of "Vineyard" (Matthew 
xxi. 33—46 ; Mark xii. 1—12; Luke xx. 9—18). The 
priests, feeling this to. be against them, would try to take 
Him, but fear the people (Matthew xxi. 46, 46 ; Mark 
xii. 12 ; Luke xx. 19). Matthew xxii. 1 — 14 : Parable 
of "Marriage Feast." Another deputation of 
Pharisees and Herodians (a sect probably who advo- 
cated the Boman rule) Matthew xxii. 16 — 22; Mark 
xii. 13—17; Luk6 xx. 20—26 (Luke, "spies") ask 
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him respecting Tribute money. Matthew xxii. 23 — 
82 ; Mark xii. 1&— 27 ; Luke xx. 27—88 : Certain 
Badducees ask Him about the Besurrection. — ^Matthew 
xxii. 33— Matthew xxii. 84—40; Mark "xii. 28—84: 
Answers the Lawyer respecting the Great Command- 
ment. Matthew xxii. 41—46 ; Mark xii. 35 — 87 ; Luke 
XX. 41 — 14 : Turning to the Pharisees he asks them 
respecting the Messiah. Although these were silenced, 
the common people heard Christ gladly (Mark xii. 37), 
to whom he turned and said Matthew xxiii. 1 — 39; 
Mark xii. 88 — 40 ; Luke xx. 45 — 47, denouncing the 
scribes and Pharisees. Solemn and uninterrupted was 
this discourse. After or previous to which (Matthew 
xxiii. 39) Mark xii. 41 — 44; Luke xxi. 1 — 4, Christ 
noticed the Widov^'s Mite. Probably now was said 
John xii. 87 — 50 (discourse). (See Sunday, p. 35.) 
Matthew xxiv. 1 ; Mark xiii. 1 ; Luke xxi. 5 : As they 
left the Temple some of His disciples noticed the 
building [rebuilt by Herod — during 40 years it received 
additions to its ornaments. Its courts were paved with 
marble, its porticoes were supported by marble pillars, 
its massive gates were coated with gold and silver. It 
stood on the summit of the holy mountain ; two sides 
of it were built up from the valley below, with perpen- 
dicular walls of huge white stones, to the height in some 
places of 800 cubits (1 cubit = 1^ feet). (See also 
pp. 4, 14.) Some stones, says Josephus, were 25 
cubits long, 8 high, and 12 broad]. Jesus replies 
(Matthew xxiv. 2 ; Mark xiii. 2 ; Luke xxi. 6.) They 
come to the Mount of Olives, east of Jerusalem 
(Matthew xxiv. 8; Mark xiii. 8). Jerusalem lay 
before them, with the brook Kidron and Valley of 
Jehoshaphat at their feet. Probably at the close of 
the day the disciples inquired of Jesus when the de- 
struction would take place as (Matthew xxiv. 3) mean- 
ing the end of the Mosaic dispensation. Jesus replies 
at great length (Matthew xxiv. 3 — 51; Mark xiii. 3 — 37; 
Luke xxi. 7 — 36), warns them against false Messiahs. 
Luke xxi. 20 — 24; Matthew xxiv. 15 — 22; Mark xiii. 
14—20: foretells the Destruction of the Temple 
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(by the Eomans under Titus, a.d. 70). Eefers to His 
coming again (Matthew xxiv. 29—44 ; Mark xiii. 
24—88 ; Luke xxi. 26—86), urges Watchfulness, 
Fidelity, and Perseverance (Markxiii. 84 — 87)in par- 
ables of " Thief" in the night. "Servant" (Matthew 
xxiv. 45—51; [Luke xii. 89, 40]). "Ten Virgins" 
(Matthew xxv. 1—18), " The Talents " (Matthew xxv. 
14— 80)— (a talent of money, gold = £7,200 ?— silver, 
£450 ?) (weight =1181bs. lOoz. ?) Then speaks of final 
Retribution (" The Sheep and the Goats "), Mat- 
thewxxv. 81 — 46. This His last public discourse, begun 
** privately " (Mark xiii. 8 ; perhaps only to four) to the 
Twelve, and which probably ended publicly with words 
of warning and prophecy ; was uttered on the Mount 
of Olives, '' over against *' the TEifPLE, in sight of 
Jerusalem, [over which He had prayed and wept, 
see p. 82, Luke xiii. 84, 35] ; (Matthew xxiii. 37 — 39, 
see p. 36). WEDNESDAY (Matthew xxvi. 1, 2), 
He reminds His disciples that in two days was the 
Passover, at which He should die. Matthew xxvi. 
6 — 13 ; Mark xiv. 8 — 9 ; John xii. 2 — 9 from John 
saying ver. 2, " there " we may reconcile his version with 
that of Matthew xxvi. 2, and Mark xiv. 1, who say 
that the supper at Bethany took place (ON 
WEDNESDAY — Ware) two days before the Passover 
(or evening of Friday) [Wabe] . Matthew xxvi. 6 and 
Mark xiv. 3 say in the hoUse of Simon the leper 
(husband of Martha ?) John xii. 2 : Lazarus and his 
sisters were there — Martha served. Matthew xxvi. 7; 
Mark xiv. 3 : A woman ; — John xii. 3 : Mary anoints 
the feet of Jesus (Matthew xxvi. 7 and Mark xiv. 3, 
the head of Jesus) with spikenard, and (John xii. 3) 
wiped His feet with her hair. Some persons objected 
to this mark of honour [as the Pharisees did, Luke vii. 
36—50 ; see p. 22] . John xii. 4, 5, Judas ; Matthew 
xxvi. 8, 9, his disciples ; Mark xiv. 4, 5, some, said indig- 
nantly it might have been sold (Mark and John) for 
300 pence, denarii (= dE9 or £10) and given to the 
poor. Jesus applauds her conduct (John xii. 7, 8; 
Matthew xxvi. 10—13; Mark xiv. 6—9). Judas, 
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called in John xii. 6 a thief [John xvii. 12, '^the son 
of perdition,*' and in John xiii. 29, ** who had the 
bag'*], and perhaps had taken some of the money for his 
own purposes, felt Jesus' rebuke; this, together with 
his cupidity or mistaken zeal, urge him to go out [now, 
Ware] and offer to betray Jesus (Matthew xxvi. 14 — 16 ; 
Mark xiv. 10, 11 ; Luke xxii. 8 — 6) to the chief priests. 
These were glad (Luke xxii. 5 ; Mark xiv. 11) [for 
they had issued a proclamation (John xi. 57), had con- 
sulted (Matthew xxvi. 8 — 5 ; Mark xiv. 1,2; Luke xxii. 
1, 2) how to take Him, but feared the people — had 
tried to entangle Him in His talk; see events on 
Tuesday, p. 85] to accept Judas' proposal to betray 
Jesus, in the absence (Luke xxii. 6) of the people, 
"for thirty pieces of silver" (Matthew xxvi. 15, 16) 
(probably shekels =61 — 75 shillings). 

On THURSDAY morning (Matthew xxvi. 17—19 ; 
Mark xiv. 12 — 16; Luke xxii. 7 — 13) Christ's disciples 
ask Him where He" would eat the Passover. He 
directs (Luke xxii. 8) Peter and John — (Mark xiv. 13), 
two of His disciples — (Matthew xxvi. 18, 19) them, to a 
house, in the upper room of which they made ready 
the Passover. (See also p. 18.) 

The Passover. The Paschal Lamb was taken to 
the Temple, where it was laid before the altar by the 
people. A priest poured the blood, from a vessel, out at 
the bottom of the altar. The fat was consumed on the 
altar (Exodus xii. 8 — 28). This was done by the 
Scripturalists on Thursday, by the Traditionalists on 
Friday, " in the evening at sunset." Josephns says 
between ninth and eleventh hours =3 to 5 o'clock p.m. 

! After that it was roasted whole, not a bone broken, and 

" was entirely eaten up before morning. The supper was, 
as follows : the lamb, with bitter herbs and unleavened 

. bread — these two latter dipped (when eaten) into a 
sauce called " charoseth ** — ^was placed on the table. 
The sauce, composed of dates, figs, and other fruits beaten 

'; together, is said to have represented the day or mortar, 
used by the Israelites for making bricks in Egypt. The 
eaters reclined on coaches leaning on the left aim ; the 
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master of the family poured out a cup of wine and 
water, gave thanks, and distributed to all present; 
afterwards took a piece of unleavened bread, pronounced 
a blessing, and distributed it. Towards the close of the 
meal a third cup of wine was drunk, called, the *' cup of 
blessing." The ceremony concluded with a fourth cup 
and by singing certain Psalms, namely, cxvi., cxvii., 
cxviii. This order is traceable in Jesus* Last Suppeb. 

Matthew xxvi. 20 ; Mark xiv. 17 ; Luke xxii. 14. 
In the evening Christ sits down with the Twelve. Luke 
xxii. 15, 16 : Jesus' desire to eat the Passover with them. 
Probably it was on taking their seats that the '< strife " 
arose (Luke xxii. 24 — 80) respecting who should be 
greatest. Jesus rebukes them. Luke xxii. 17, 18: 
Takes the cup at the commencement of the ceremony, 
gives thanks, and distributes it. John xiii. 1 — 9,: 
WASHES His disciples* feet. Simon Peter remon- 
strates with Jesus. John xiii. 10, 11 : Thinks of Judas. 
John xiii. 12 — 17: Beseated, explains this example 
of Humility. Matthew xxvi. 21 — 25 ; Mark xiv. 
18—21 ; Luke xxii. 21—23 ; John xiii. 18—86 : Foretells 
His betrayal. They all (Matthew and Mark) say, ** Is 
it I ? " John xiii. 28—26 : John the "loved disciple,'* 
on Simon Peter beckoning to him, asks Jesus who it 
should be ? Jesus answers him by giving bread, dipped 
in the Passover sauce, 'or " the sop," to Judas, who 
(Matthew xxvi. 25) had also said "Is it I ? ** John 
xiii. 27 — 29 : Jesus speaking in a low tone to Judas is 
the reason why His disciples did not know it was Judas 
who should betray Him. 

Thursday, continued (Ware). From Matthew 
xxvi. 25 and John xiii. 80, 81, Judas probably left in 
the midst of the supper (Luke xxii. 20, perhaps at the 
end). Luke was not — Matthew and John were — ^present. 
John xiii. 81 — 35 : After Judas had gone out, Jesus told 
His disciples that He would soon leave them, and gave 
them a " New Commandment." Peter asks Him 
(John xiii. 86 — 38), and Jesus tells him (first warning) 
he will deny Him, (Luke xxii. 31 — 84) that he will be 
tried, and commands him to strengthen his brethren, 
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(warns him a second time). Luke xxii. 85 — 88 : 
He speaks of severe coming trials, alludes to His death, 
tells them to prepare themselves for sufferings and 
dangers. His reply to (Luke xxii. 88) their miscon- 
oeption of His words. Matthew xxvi. 26 — 29 ; Mark 
xiv. 22—25; Luke xxii. 19, 20: Takes BREAD 
AND WINE and explains the meaning of the 
cherished rite of the Sacrament, changing the cha- 
racter of the ancient Passover into a commemoration of 
His death. [1 Cor. xi. 28—25.] 

Now it was that Jesus, in order to comfort Sis sad- 
dened disciples, spoke the words in John xiv. John 
xiv. 6 — 7, Thomas, vers. 8 — 14, Philip, and ver. 22, 
Judas brother of James — these three ask questions and 
receive beautiful answers. John xiv. 81 : Eises from 
the Paschal Table, Hkens Himself to the True Vine 
(John XV.), speaks of the Holy Spirit. (John xvi. 1 — 88) : 
Christ continues and explains His Disooubse. Then (?) 
Jesus (still in the chamber) said that sublime PRAYER 
in John xvii. It is not clear whether the whole or 
only the latter part of the above last discourse of 
Jesus was held in the supper room or on the way to the 
Mount of Olives. The latter is thought to be more 
probable on account of the allusion to the Vine, suggested 
by the vineyards on their way. In either case, they 
left (Matthew xxvi. 30 ; Mark xiv. 26) the city as usual 
(Luke xxii. 89) at eve and (John xviii. 1) crossed the 
brook Kedron at the bottom of the valley, between 
Olivet and Jerusalem — proceeded about half a mile 
(on the way Christ warns Peter a third time — ^Mat- 
thew xxvi. 81 — 35 ; Mark xiv. 27 — 31), and came to the 
Garden of Gethsemane (Matthew xxvi. 86 ; Mark 
xiv. 82). Luke xxii. 40 : This, Jesus* favourite resort 
probably belonged to one of His followers. Christ takes 
Peter, James, and John (Matthew xxvi. 87 — 38; Mark 
xiv. 83, 84). PRAYED three times at a little distance 
(Luke xxii. 41, 42) from His disciples (^atthew xxvi. 
39 — 44 ; Mark xiv. 85 — 41). Luke xxii. 43 : An angel 
comforts Him. Luke xxii. 44 : Christ's agony [time 
between 11 and 12 o'clock, Thursday night] . hx the 
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interyals of His praying, Christ comes to His disciples, 
whom He finds asleep, (Matthew xxvi. 40 — 46 ; Mark 
xiv. 87 — 41 ; Luke xxii, 46, 46). Matthew and Mark : 
He reproves Peter, and warns him. On going to them 
the third time (Matthew xxvi. 45 ; Mark xiv. 41), 
JUDAS BETRAYS JESUS (Matt. xxvi. 47— 60 ; 
Mark xiv. 48 — 46 ; Luke xxii. 47, 48) with a kiss, in 
company with a band of officers (John xviii. 2, 8). John 
xviii. 4 — 6 : Jesus' presence causes the men to fall to 
the ground. John xviii. 7, 8 : Begging the permission to 
depaxt for His disciples, He then surrendered Himself 
(Matthew xxvi. 60; Mark xiv. 46). John xviii. 10: 
Simon Peter (Matthew ver. 51, Mark ver. 47, and Luke, 
ver. 49, one of them) cuts off the right ear of Malchus 
the high priest's servant. Jesus rebukes him (John 
xviii. 11 ; Matthew xxvi. 61 — 64). Luke xxii. 51 : 
Heals the ear. [Matthew xxvi. 55 ; Mark xiv. 48, 49 ; 
Luke xxii. 52, 68.] Matthew xxvi. 56 ; Mark xiv. 60 
[61, 62] : All His disciples except two (John xviii. 16) 
FLED. Matthew xxvi. 57 ; Mark xiv. 68 ; Luke xxii. 
64 ; John xviii. 12*-14 : Jesus — bound — ^is brought* to 
Annas first, father-in-law to Caiaphas, PsEsmsNT of the 
Sanhedrim (see also p. 26) . (Note, Annas and Caiaphas 
had one common official residence.) This court (seventy 
to seventy-one men), referred to as "chief priests, 
elders, and scribes," supposed to have been insti- 
tuted by Moses (Exodus xviii. 26), — more probably of 
later date, — ^was allowed by the Bomans to have 
supreme authority in matters, relating to Mosaic insti- 
tutions : the regular meeting place was a circulax hall 
in the Temple in the court of the priests. The Jews 
say, that forty years before the destruction of the city 
the meetings were not held there. On the present oc- 
casion it met at the palace of the High Priest Caiaphas, 
where they seem to have passed the night, and where 
they received Jesus in the early morning (Luke xxii. 
66)— of— 

FRIDAY. Christ is tried before (John xviii. 24) 
Caiaphas the high priest, who asks Him (John xviii, 
19 — 24) about His disciples and doctrine. He replies 
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and is struck by an officer. Matthew xxvi. 59 — 61 ; 
Mark xiv. 56 — 59 : Witnesses falsely accuse Him of 
what He had said at a previous Passover (John ii. 19 — 
22), respecting the resurrection of His body. Matthew 
xxvi. 62, 63 ; "Mark xiv. 60, 61 : The high priest questions 
Jesus, who at first is silent until the judicial oath 
(Matthew xxvi. 68) was used, to which He answered 
(Matthew xxvi. 64 ; Mark xiv. 62) alluding to His future 
glory. Matthew xxvi. 65, 66 ; Mark xiv. 63, 64 : The 
high priest rends his clothes, appeals to the Council, who 
CONDEMN Him to death. Matthew xxvi. 67, 68; 
Mark xiv. 66 ; Luke xxii. 63 — 65 : Christ is ill-treated. 
(By law of Moses, Leviticus xxiv. 10 — 16, blasphemers 
should be stoned.) Whether the Council had or had not 
this power, or whether they wished Jesus to die a more 
cruel death, is uncertain. They led (through the hall of 
Sanhedrim, Luke xxii. 66 — 71 ?) Him (Luke xxiii. 1) 
to the Governor Pilate at daybreak (Matthew xxvii. 
1,2; Mark xv. 1.) [Only two disciples (John xviii. 15), 
Simon Peter, and another "known unto the high priest,'* 
supposed to be John, had followed Christ.] John xviii. 
16—18, and 25—27 ; Matthew xxvi. 68, 69—75 ; Mark 
xiv. 54, 66 — 72; Luke xxii. 64—62: Peter denies 
Christ thrice. He remembers Jesus' words (Matthew 
xxvi. 33—85 ; Mark xiv. 30, 31) ; [Luke xxii. 33, 34 ; 
John xiii. 86 — 38.] Peter repents and afterwards 
became a most ardent disciple; not so Judas, who 
seeing Christ condemned, restored the thirty pieces of 
silver to the priests in the Temple (Matthew xxvii. 
3 — 10), and hanged himself. 

The stated residence of the Eoman governors of 
JudfiBa was Caesarea (32° 33' N., 34° 53' E.), a town on 
the sea coast. At the great festivals they came to 
Jerusalem to enjoy the pomp of the occasion, and to 
administer justice. Pilate therefore, who had been 
Governor for about five years, was now in the city. 

TRIAL. It was early in the momipg (Matthew xxvii. 
1,2; Mark xv. 1 ; John xviii. 23) when Jesus, con- 
ducted by the Council (Luke xxiii. 1), was led from 
Caiaphas to the Prsetorium (John xviii. 28), the palace 
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of the Governor Pilate (Matthew xxvii. 11). In John 
xviii. 28 we see His accusers remained without the 
judgment hall. Pilate (John xviii. 29) went out to 
them in front of the palace, where (as sometimes cus- 
tomary) a tribunal was erected on a " pavement" (John 
xix. 13) of mosaic. John xviii. 29 — 82 : Pilate refers 
them to their own laws (John xviii. 81). It is doubtful 
whether their words were Hterally true, or only referred 
to Christ*s offence against the Eoman government con- 
tained in Luke xxiii. 2. John xviii. 88 — 88 : Pilate 
re-enters the judgment hall and interrogates Jesus. 
Luke xxiii. 3 ; Mark xv. 2 ; Matthew xxvii. 11 : He 
does not deny that He is King of the Jews, but alludes 
(John xviii. 86, 87) to His founding the Kingdom of 
Truth. Luke xxiii. 4 ; John xviii. 88 : Pilate finds 
Him INNOCENT, goes out (John xviii. 88) to the Jews. 
FIRST Intercession. Luke xxiii. 6: They further 
(Matthew xxvii. 12 — 14 ; Mark xv. 8 — 6) accuse Him. 
Luke xxiii. 6, 7: Pilate, learning that Jesus is from 
Galilee, sends Him to Herod (tetrarch, Luke iii, 1), 
also in the city, and perhaps in the palace. Luke xxiii. 
8 — 11 : Herod, whom Jesus had hitherto avoided, was 
glad to see Jesus, and asks Him to do a miracle and 
questions Him, but Jesus (Luke xxiii. 9) did not answer, 
and was therefore sent back to Pilate with a gorgeous 
robe upon Him, as an insult to his pretensions (Luke 
xxiii. 10, 11). Luke xxiii. 12 : Reconciliation of Pilate 
and Herod, who it is thought resided in the same palace. 
Persuaded of Jesus' innocence (Luke xxiii. 18 — 16 ; 
Matthew xxvii. 18; Mark xv. 10), and strengthened by 
a message from his wife [by tradition named Pbogula] 
(Matt. xxvii. 19), Pilate tries to save Jesus — SECOND 
Intercession — by proposing His release, as a boon 
granted to one criminal at this feast (Matthew xxvii. 
l6 — 18; Mark xv. 6—10; Luke xxiii. 17, 18; John 
xviii. 89). But the priests caused (Matthew xxvii. 20 ; 
Mark xv. 11) the proposal to be refased. Matthew 
xxvii. 21 ; Mark xv. 11: They prefer Barabbas to be 
released (John xviii. 40). Matthew xxvii. 22, 28 ; 
Mark xv. 12 — 14 ; Luke xxiii. 20— 28 : Again Pilate 
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pleads — THIRD Intercession — Christ's innocence, 
but in vain. Matthew xxvii. 24, 25 : Pilate washes his 
hands. The people reply in words, fulfilled in the ruin 
of their city and dispersion of their people. Matthew 
xxvii. 26; Mark xv. 15; Luke xxiii. 24, 25: Pilate 
yields, Barabbas released. Christ is SCOURGED 
[Eoman punishment, before crucifixion for sedition]. 
(Matthew xxvii. 26; Mark xv. 16; John xix. 1). 
Matthew xxvii. 27 — 30 ; Mark xv. 16 — 19 ; John xix. 
2, 8 : Christ led into the Preetorium and INSULTED. 
A Crown of Thorns, &c., given to Him. John xix. 
4 — 7 : Pilate brings out Jesus and again intercedes — 
FOURTH Intercession (John xix. 6) — shewing 
Him suffering to them. John xix. 6 : ** Cbucify Him " 
is the cry. John xix. 6 : Pilate still iu*ges His inno- 
cence — FIFTH Intercession — (John xix. 7). They 
now further charge Jesus with Blasphemy. John 
xix. 8 — 11 : Pilate afraid, re-enters the judgment Hall, 
whither Jesus had been withdrawn, and questions Him. 
Jesus at first silent, but, on a threat &om Pilate, 
answers (John xix. 11). John xix. 12: Pilate more 
anxious to save — SIXTH Intercession — Jesus, but 
the people allude to the Emperor's, Tiberius Caesar's, 
displeasure, which Pilate dreads (John xix. 18 — 16), 
and brings Jesus forth to the Tribunal (ver. 18). John 
xix. 14, 16 [ver. 14, " the preparation of the Passover, 
about sixth hour." — John's probably Asiatic mode of 
counting = equal to six a,m.] : SEVENTH Interces- 
sion. John xix. 16 : Dehvers Him to be crucified. 

CRUCIFIXION, Friday, 1th ApHl, a.d. 80. (Mat- 
thew xxvii. 81 ; Mark xv. 24 ; Luke xxiii. 26 ; John xix. 
16.) Immediately Christ is led away to be crucified, 
and compelled to carry as part of this punishment 
His own (John xix. 17) cross (the "tree," 1 Peter 
ii. 24), a beam about ten feet long, crossed near 
the top by a bar, on which was written the crime of the 
sufferer, who, with his hands nailed to the end of 
the bar, and partially sitting on a projecting piece of 
wood, died in agony, so great that intoxicating drink was 
given him to deaden his feelings, or he was suffocated 
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to hasten death. Christ was led through the city to the 
Western Gate opposite to the Temple. His strength 
gives way, and Simon a Cyrenian, probably one of His 
disciples, was compelled to bear the cross (Matthew 
xxvii. 82 ; Mark xv. 21 ; Luke xxiii 26). From Mark 
naming his two sons, we may infer, it was thought an 
honour to bear Christ's cross. Luke xxiii. 27 — 81 : 
A crowd followed Jesus, who comforts the women. 
Mark xv. 25 : At the third hour, or 9 o'clock, they arrive 
at CALVARY [Luke xxiii. 82, two thieves led with 
Him] (Luke xxiii. 88) ; or Golgotha (Matthew xxvii. 88 ; 
Mark xv. 22; John xix. 17), a sHght eminence north- 
west of the city, outside the north gate. Here Christ 
was crucifie^ with a malefactor (Matthew xxvii. 88 ; 
Mark xv. 27, 28) on each side of Him (Luke xxiii. 88 ; 
John xix. 18). Matthew xxvii. 84: Mark xv. 23 : Jesus 
refused the stupifying drink. The soldiers cast lots for 
His garments (Matthew xxvii. 85 ; Mark xv. 24 ; Luke 
xxiii. 84 : John xix. 23, 24). Matthew xxvii. 87 ; 
Mark xv. 26 : Superscription (Matthew gives Hebrew 
form) — Luke xxiii. 88; John xix. 19 — 22: superscription 
(John gives Greek form). Matthew xxvii. 89 — 44; 
Mark xv. 29 — 82 : Insulted by the people, priests, and 
thieves. (Luke xxiii. 86 — ^89, by the people, rulers, 
and a thief.) Amid this scene He prayed (Luke xxiii. 
84) : — First Sentence on the Cross. Luke xxiii. 89 — 43 : 
Speaks kindly (Second Sentence) to one of the thieves. 
John xix. 25 — 27 : Commends (Third Sentence) His 
mother to His favourite disciple John, **who took her 
to his own home." Matthew xxvii. 45 ; Mark xv. 88 ; 
Luke xxiii. 44 : From noon, sixth hour, darkness [super- 
natural] lasted (till) to ninth hour, when Jesus, having 
suffered six hours with increasing pain, cried out (Fourth 
Sentence) Matthew xxvii. 46, Mark xv. 84. John xix. 
28— 30 : (Fifth Sentence) complains of thirst. Matthew 
xxvii. 47—49 ; Mark xv. 85, 86 ; John xix. 25—29 : A 
sponge soaked in vinegar is put to His mouth, then 
Christ said (Sixth Sentence) "IT IS FINISHED" 
(John xix. 80). " Father, into Thy hands I commend 
(Seventh Sentence) my spirit " (Luke xxiii. 46) — and 
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DnsD [Note "the very day and hour (the 9th) when 
the Paschal Lahb was slain"] , Matthew xxvii. 50 ; Mark 
XV. 87 ; Luke xxiii. 46 ; John xix. 80. Matthew xxvii. 
61, Mark xv. 88. Veil of the Temple rent (Luke 
xxiii. 45). Matthew xxvii. 52, 58: Graves opened, &c. 
Matthew xxvii. 64 ; Mark xv. 89 ; Luke xxiii. 47 : The 
Centurion's remark. Matthew xxvii. 55, 56 ; Mark xv. 
40 — 41 ; Luke xxiii. 49 : Certain women there (see also 
John xix. 25 — 27, p. 45). Luke xxiii. 48 : Awe-struck, 
the people struck their breasts and returned. The 
custom of the Bomans to leave crucified criminals, ex- 
posed on the cross without burial, was not enforced in 
Judaea, because the law of Moses commanded their burial 
before night. John xix. 81 — 87 : Anxious for Christ's 
burial before the Sabbath, during (John xix. 81) the 
Passover — ^beginning after sunset — the Jews besought 
Pilate that the death of those crucified should be 
hastened. A soldier pierced the dead body of Jesus in 
the side (John xix. 88, 84), whence water and blood from 
the region about the heart flowed. Probably other dis- 
ciples besides John were present at the crucifixion. 
Matthew xxvii. 57 — 61 ; Mark xv. 42 — 47 ; Luke xxiii. 
50 — 56 : Joseph of Arimathaea asked for the body of 
Jesus, and with (John xix. 88 — 42) Nicodemus laid it in 
his own new tomb (Matthew xxvii. 60), hewn out of a 
rock (Mark xv. 46 ; Luke xxiii. 58), (in a garden, John 
xix. 41, 42), near Calvary. Matthew xxvii. 61 ; Mark 
XV. 47: The two Marys present; (Luke xxiii. 55) : [ver. 
56: and "returned" for ** spices and ointments and 
rested."] Matthew xxvii. 60 ; Mark xv. 46 : A stone 
rolled to the mouth of the sepulchre. His enemies re- 
membering (John ii. 19) what his friends (Matthew xvi. 
21) had forgotten, — Matthew xxvii. 62 — 66 : sealed, and 
set a watch over the sepulchre. 

** What a proof of the power of God do we recognise in 
the revival and spread of Christ's rehgion, thus, to human 
appearance, completely overthrown! How true those 
words of Gamaliel, Acts v. 88, 89 1 With what various 
feelings was that Holy Sabbath passed by the people, the 
priests, and by the friends and eleven Apostles of Jesus ! " 
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RESURRECTION. (Matthew xxviii. 1 ; Mark xvi. 
1,2; John xx. 1.) At the dawn of the first day of the 
week (Matthew) the two Marys (Mark : two Marys and 
Salome. John : Mary Magdalene) came with spices (Mark 
xvi. 1) to the tomb to complete the rite of burial. They 
find the stone rolled away (Mark xvi. 8, 4 ; John xx. 
1). [Matthew xxviii. 2 — 4: ** Earthquake," "angel," 
** keepers did shake."] Matthew xxviii. 5, 6: The 
** women " — ^without the tomb, answered by the angel ; 
afterwards Salome and " Marys " (Mark xvi 5, 6,) ad- 
dressed by a young man— on entering the tomb. These 
three (?) women, thus directed, go to the Apostles (Matthew 
xxviii. 7, 8) ; Mark xvi. 7, 8 : " and Peter." Mary tells 
Peter (John xx. 2). After their departure a second 
party (?) persons (with Joanna, Luke xxiv. 10) with 
spices, visit the grave. Luke xxiv. 1 — 7 : Enter it and are 
addressed by two men "in shining garments." They 
go to the disciples (Luke xxiv. 8 — 11). John xx. 8 — 9 : 
Peter and John went into the tomb (Luke xxiv. 12, Peter 
unto the tomb) and " departed." John xx. 10 : The two 
disciples returned home. Not so Mary Magdalene (ver. 
11), who remained weeping at the tomb (ver.* 12, 18). 
The angels address her, she answers (ver. 18). Johnxx. 
14,15 : Mary Magdalene speaks to Jesus (His FIRST 
appearance, Mark xvi. 9), not recognising Him at the 
tomb. John xx. 16 : Mary says, ** Eabboni." John xx. 
17 : He tells her to go to His brethren. She did so 
(John XX. 18) ; — Mark xvi. 10, 11, — as they wept and 
"believed not." Matt, xxviii. 9, 10 : Jesus meets some or 
all of "the women" [Luke xxiv. 10], and sends a message 
to His disciples — SECOND (Mimpriss, Sixth) ap- 
pearance. Matthew xxviii. 11 — 15: The guards report. 
The elders and chief priests take coxmsel respecting the 
Eesurrection. Luke xxiv. 18 — 82 ; Mark xvi. 12 : Christ 
appears to two disciples — THIRD appearance (Mim- 
priss, Second Appearance) — on their way to Emmaus, 
seven and half miles west of Jerusalem. Converses with 
them. Cleopas relates His history (Luke xxiv. 18 — 24), 
showing their grief and disbelief — ^their earthly ideas of 
Christ. Luke xxiv. 25 — 27 : His reply. Luke xxiv. 28 — 
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82 : They recognise Him at supper. Luke xxiv. 83, 85 : 
Betum (Mark xvi. 18, to their friends) to Jerusalem to 
the eleven, ** and them that were with them," who tell 
them (Luke xxiv. 84), — FOURTH Appearance ; (Mim- 
priss, TmBD Appeabance) to Peter. Luke xxiv. 86 ; John 
XX. 19 : Jesus appears the same evening to the disciples 
— FIFTH Appearance (Mimpriss, Fourth Appeab- 
ance) — ^Lukexxiv. 87: They are afraid. Luke xxiv^ 88: 
Christ reassures them. Luke xxiv. 89, 40 ; John xx. 20 : 
Shows them His hands and feet. Luke xxiv. 41 — 43 : 
Asks for food, which He eats ; then said, John xx. 
21 — 28. Thomas not then present (John xx. 24, 25). 
Johp XX. 26 — 29 : On the First Lord's day after the Re- 
surrection Jesus appears to his disciples— SIXTH Ap- 
pearance (Mimpriss, Fifth Appearance) — Thomas 
believes [Mark xvi. 14]. John xxi 1 — 17 : Christ's 
(SEVENTH Appearance; Mimpriss,EiGHTH) Appeab- 
ance to Peter, John, and five others on the shores of 
Sea of Tiberias, on the morning after an imsuccessful 
night in fishing (John xxi. 8, 4). John xxi. 11 — 18 : The 
miraculous draught of 153 << great fishes." (John 
xxi. 14 — TmBD Time to Disciples.) John xxi. 16 — 17 : 
Three declarations of attachment to Jesus from Peter, to 
whom Christ three times committed the keeping of His 
CH U RCH . (John xxi. 18—24. Eeference to Peteb's 
and John's death). EIGHTH Appearance; (Mimpriss, 
Sevisnth Appearancb) ; 1 Corinthians xv. 6, 7 : Five 
hundred brethren, and ** after that " James (NINTH 
Appearance ; Mimpriss, Ninth Appeabance) also saw 
Jesus. Matt.xxviii. 16 — 18: Christ meets His disciples 
[as He purposed, Matthew xxviii. 10] — TENTH Ap- 
pearance ; — (Mimpriss, with Seventh Appeabance) on a 
mountain in Galilee (probably Mount Tabor, 82° 42' N., 
85° 88' E.). Speaks of His power and of their mission 
(Matthew xxviii. 19, 20). Luke xxiv. 44 — 48 : Discourses 
with them. Luke xxiv. 49 : Tells them to stay at 
Jerusalem. 

Acts i. 1 — 8 : Christ remained forty days with them 
preparing them for their work. Some false ideas of 
Christ's kingdom still in some of His disciples* minds : 
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Acts i. 6, 7) : — 5, 8 : Christ promises them when assembled 
(Acts i. 4) the HOLY SPI RIT, which they were to await. 
ELEVENTH Appearance; (Mimpriss, Tenth and 
Last Appeabance) : — This happened at Jerusalem. (Acts 
i. 4) or on their way to Mount of Olives [Acts i. 
12] . Thence (Luke xxiv. 50) He led His disciples out to 
Bethany — east of centre top of the three hills on Mount 
Olivet, and blessed them. Acts i. 9 : A cloud received 
Him as He was parted from them (Luke xxiv. 51). Mark 
xvi. 19 : '* Was received up into heaven, and sat on the 
right hand of God." 

ASCENSION : May 11th, a.d. 80 [Ware, p. 48]. 
(Thursday May 11th, a.d. 80, Mimpriss, Litrod. xxvi.) 
Luke xxiv. 52, 58: Betum to Jerusalem of the 
Apostle& John xx. 80, 81; John xxi. 25; Mark xvi. 20: 
Conclusion of Gospels of St. John and St. Mark. 
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
